Secfence and Happiness. 

The library of Hanover possesses a 
large wumber unpublished manu- 
scripts left by the philosopher Leibnitz. 
Among them is a Methodus docendl, 
which reveals much of the nature of 
the man and his mental attitude. Leib 
nitz was not a professor; he even refus- 
ed emphatically to enter on a univer- 
sity career. But pedagogical questions 
had considerable interest for him. He 
conceived of an education much yaster 
than that of the universities. His doe- 
trine of science led him to believe that 
everything can taught, including 
happiness. Ile was veritably possessed 
with a zeal for the publie good, and, ac 
cording to his view, the happiness of 
humanity depends on the progress of 
the sciences. Happiness, he believed, 
consists of three things—perfection of 
the soul, health of the body and the 
commodities of life. Perfection of the 
soul is obtained through science, which 
teaches us what we are and what we 
ought to do and is the base of rational 
ethics; health of the body is also ob- 
tained through science, for medicine 
and medical skill depend on the knowl- 
edge of nature; finally, the commodi- 
ties of life are furnished by science, 
which evolves the useful arts and 
makes man independent of, if not mas- 
ter over, nature. Thus the only way 
of making man happier and better is to 
work at the development of the scl- 
ences._-Harper’s Weekly. 
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Jet and Coal, 

The jet which Jewelers use is nothing 
but coal of a very campact nature. In 
a Welsh country town there may 
seen a footbridge made of coal, origi- 
nally intended to be only a temporary 
structure, but found of sufficient 
strength and firmness to warrant its 
being used as a permanent footway. At 
Barcelona, Spain, there was construct- 
ed in 1888 a lighthouse of compressed 
coal blocks. On a portion of the south- 
ern English coast at a small point 
called Kimeridge circular shale disks 
with a hole (very much like 
Whinese cash) have been turned up 
by the plow. Curious geologists who 
heard of the disks found that they were 
nothing but coal money, for it 
that in ancient England in pre-Roman 
days coins or tokens of coal shale were 
quite common and were perforated in 
order to be strung together (like Chi 
cash) that they might be more 
conveniently curried, Not the least cu 
rious of the many applications of coal 
is coal porcelain. Coal flower vases, 
milk plates and saucers, book 
covers, clock frames, wash basins, ink 
stands, for lace work, candle 
sticks and scores of other articles are 
made out of coal at factories in the an 
thracite region of Pennsylvania 
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The Red Lobater, 

The question is often asked, says the 
Lancet, without a satisfactory answer 
being supplied, Why do lobsters and 
certain shrimps and prawns turn red 
on boiling? One reason may that 
the black pigment of the lobster is an 
compound in the lower state of 
oxidation, which boiling oxidizes to 
the higher state.

PRIMITIVE LETTER POST, 


The Earliest Postal Service Dates 
Back to Rabylontia. 

No postal service has been traced ear- 
Her than that which was in operation 
during the reign of Khammurabl, the 
Amraphel of Genesis, who was king 
of Babylonia about 2300 B.C. A num- 
ber of the missives, each Inclosed in 
its clay envelope, which passed through 
this earliest postoffice are preserved 
in the Babylonian room of the British 
museum, and their contents Indicate 
that even at that period letters were 
freely circulated throughout the em- 
pire by a public postal service under 
governmental control. 

Sir Brian Tuke was appointed post- 
master in England at the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, and in 1556 the 
lords of the council ordered “that the 
postes betweene this and the Northe 
should eche of them keepe a booke 
and make entrye of every lettre that 
he shall receive, the tyme of the deliv- 
erie thereof unto his hands, with the 
parties’ names that shall bring it unto 
hini.” 

The first post for the conveyance of 


private letters to all parts of England | 


and Scotland was started in 1635, when 
the “letter office” was established, but 
it was not till 1887 that the foundation 
of the present system was laid.
